HERALD TRIBUNE 
HELD UP SCOOP ON

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26 (AP)— 
The New York Herald Tribune 
has received a White House com- 
mendation for not using a 19-hour 
world scoop it had on the release 
by Russia of two American 
flyers. 

White House press secretary 
Pierre Salinger said he had told 
a Herald Tribune reporter Tues- 
day night that publishing the 
news would be “harmful to the 
national interest and inimical to 
the welfare of the flyers.”’ 


He said the reporter, David 
Wise, agreed to hold off publica- 
tion. “In doing this,” Salinger 
said, ‘‘the Herald Tribune pre- 
vented the violation of an agree- 
ment between the United States 
and the U.S.S.R. which might 
have had regrettable repercus- 
sions. The Herald Tribune's ex- 
ample in this case is to be highly 
com mended.”’

U.S. BEGINS FOOD ROYAL LAOTIAN Incredible Tangle in Affairs 


20 Planes to Be Used 
to Carry 1100 Tons 
of Supplies From 
Five Nations. 


EVREUX, France, Jan. 26 
(AP)—The United States Air 
Force today began a giant air- 
lift of food and other supplies 
to The Congo to halt famine 
among hundreds of thousands of 


refugees driven from their land 
by tribal warfare. 


Twenty transport planes based 
in Farnce and West Germany 
will be used in the operation over 
the next few days to carry 1000 
tons of supplies solicited from 
five countries by the United 
Nations Food and Agriculture 
Organization. 

The first four 
Hercules transports, took off 
from Evreux, about 50 miles 
northwest of Paris, this morning 
for Bergen, Norway, to pick up 
100 tons of smoked and dried 
cod. They were to fly on to Lu- 
luabourg in The Congo, arriving 
Friday or Saturday.

From Garoua, Cameroon, about 
100 tons of peanuts; from Nai- 
robi, Kenya, 60 tons of tenting 
material; from Salisbury, Rho- 
desia, 30 tons of corn; from En- 
tebbé, Uganda, and Ndola, Rho- 
desia, 800 tons of corn and fish. 

The airlift is being conducted 
by the 322nd Air Division with 
headquarters at Evreux.

ald Tribune learned today that a 
private investigation indicates 
that most of the bank’s assets 
have been manipulated out of 
American & Foreign and into a 
new institution in Geneva al- 
legediy operated by the same 
Tangier group. 

In Geneva yesterday, Herman 
William Brann of Chicago, who 
headed American & Foreign and 
its predecessors until 1958, was 


released without bail after his 


arrest for questioning in connec- 
tion with the theft of $400,000 in 
securities from the Miami (Fla.) 
home of a former Cuban official. 
Brann and the two other Ameri- 
cans arrested with him have not 
yet been officially charged with 
any offense. 


It also was learned yesterday 
that a New York foreign ex- 
change house had received from 
Brann a ‘“‘rubber’’ security as 
collateral for payment he owed 
the company. When the business 
house attempted to redeem the 
security, the official validation 
board decided it was one of the 
German dollar bonds looted from 
Berlin banks after World War Il

THE PRESIDENT: Well, the 
Constitution states that each 
house shall be the judge of its 
own rules and, therefore, the 
Speaker of the House, Mr. Ray- 
burn, has been extremely anx- 
ious that the House be permitted 
to settle this matter in its own 
way. 

But it is no secret that I 
would strongly believe that the 
members of the House should 
have an opportunity to vote them- 
selves on the programs which 
we will present. 

I am hopeful that whatever 
judgment is made by the mem- 
bers of the House, it will per- 
mit the members to vote on these 
bills. The majority of the mem- 
bers of the House, the majority 
of the members of the Senate, 
I hope, will have a chance to 
exercise their will, and a small 
group of men will not attempt 
to prevent the members from 
finally letting their judgments 
be known. 

But the responsibility rests 
with the members of the House. 
I would not attempt in any way 
to infringe upon responsi- 
bility.

Priority for an M.U. Branch 


Your editorial, ‘‘Branch or Junior 
College,”’ appears a reasonable ap- 
proach to the pressing problem of 
higher educational facifities in the 
metropolitan St. Louis area. In the 
very act of appearing reasonable, 

. however, logic may be sacrificed to 
_ expediency. 

The Junior College Plan requires 
sequential steps for implementa- 
tion. First there must be passage 
of enabling legislation by the state 
Legislature. Upon approval, college 
districts could be organized if citi- 
zens at an election agreed to form 
such a college district. There must 
then be taxation approved locally. 
Only then could a junior college be 
organized. It is assumed that state 
financial aid would be forthcoming 
for such colleges but the basis for 
belief in such approval is nebulous, 


It also assumes that St. Louis, 
St. Louis county and adjacent 
counties have a community of in- 

| terest such that all would agree to 
| the establishment of this unified 
college district. At the present 
time, there does not even seem to 
be agreement on police protection. 

The Branch Plan for the Univer- 
sity of Missouri needs only legisla- 
tive action, the approach of other 
states. The University of Missouri 
has already indicated its approval 
of this approach. The arguments 
against it are primarily that the 
Legislature would not vote for a 
plan which supposedly would only 
benefit St. Louis. Or that other 
areas would demand branches, such 
as Kansas City. 

A third of the students at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri come from the 
St. Louls metropolitan area. All 
taxpayers in the state contribute to 
the university, and it is in the in- 

| terests of all taxpayers that univer- 
sity expenditures be administered 
efficiently. ¢ 

The University of Missouri at Co- 
lumbia needs funds to fulfill its re- 
sponsibility to serve the entire 
state. It can well be asked, ‘“Where 
will funds be spent more efficiently 
ein Columbia or in St. Louis?’ If 
students can live at home, funds 

‘gequired to provide housekeeping 
‘ean be liberated for more direct 
educational placement. 


} With regard to the question, 

\“What about Kansas City?” this 
should not be a drawback but an 
indication of need and support for 
branches. If Kansas City can be 
assured that a university branch 
in St. Louis is the best manner to 
assure adequacy of higher educa- 
tional facilities at minimal cost, 
then if and when Kansas City can 
indicate comparable need, such a 
branch should also be established 
there. The same reasoning sup- 
porting a branch in St. Louis will 
apply to Kansas City. 

The argument fora branch is not 
that St. Louis is asking for some- 
thing more, but that the branch 
system provides am answer to need 
and at less cost than alternatives. 
Therefore, if a branch is good for 
St. Louis, it is good for the tax- 
payers of Kansas City and else- 
where in the state and conversely, 
when the need for a branch in Kan- 
sas City can be shown, it will be 
beneficial to St, Louis to support 
suchaproposal, Paul H. Banner

A Sweeping Success 


President Kennedy’s first live-TV news con- 
ference must be accounted a sweeping suc- 
cess. He showed himself to be as coolly in 
command of his office as the inaugural ad- 
dress had foreshadowed. He ran the show. 
He thought fast and clearly. He expressed 
himself precisely, and with one exception 
said only what he evidently meant to say. 
Above all, he made news, and plenty of it. 

Undoubtedly the President did not intend 
to say what came out clearly under question- 
ing—that he won the release of the RB-47 
fliers from the Soviet Union by exchanging a 
pledge not to conduct further U-2 overflights 
in Soviet air space. This, along with the 
Freudian slip by which he referred to Cuba 
as “the Soviet,” will be cited by those who 
fear that live-TV news conferences may do 
harm. But these things would have happened, 
and would have been reported, had the con- 
ference been only taped for later telecast. As 
the President said, the live character of the 
conference does not really change the haz- 
ards much, but does mark a tremendous gain 
in direct communication with the people. 

That Mr. Kennedy knows how to take ad- 
vantage of that communication came out with 
almost every answer. He was especially ef- 
fective in countering in advance the criticism 
sure to be made of him for agreeing to sus- 
pend U-2 overflights. As he made clear, by 
this action he has merely continued a policy 
already put into effect by President Eisen- 
hower last May. The difference is that where 
Mr. Eisenhower managed to lose any advan- 
tages that might arise from declaring this 
policy, Mr. Kennedy made it work for him 
and for the nation, winning thereby the re- 
lease of the RB-47 fliers and removing a seri- 
ous barrier to further negotiations with the 
Soviets. 

By the choice of subjects with which he 
dominated the conference, the President car- 
ried one step further the impression he had 
created at the inaugural of being primarily 
concerned with our position in the world, and 
deeply anxious to improve the atmosphere, 
if possible, by serious negotiation. In re 
questing a limited delay in resumption of the 
nuclear test talks, he offered the altogether 
reasonable explanation that his Administra- 
tion needs time to establish a clear and pre- 
cise position. This is true also with respect 
to general disarmament, and it is gratifying 
that he gave such emphasis to the “clarifica- 
tion”—which could mean revision—of a poli- 
cy which has contributed to stalemate. 

+ . + 

Nothing, however, was more heartening 
than the indication that virtually the first 
act of Mr. Kennedy’s Administration was to 
order ambassadorial talks in Moscow which 
brought about the freeing of the RB-47 prison- 
ers and the start of a new cycle of negotiation. 
By his responses on Cuba and China the 
President belied any suspicions that he might 
be “soft” in his relations with international 
Communism. He is not a man to be pushed 
around. But he obviously seeks to improve 
the world atmosphere, to lessen tensions 
where possible, and to conduct a vigorous, 
humanitarian, and effective foreign policy. 

The promise of the inaugural was ratified 
and multiplied by this first news conference. 


Four Good Men 


Gov. Dalton has earned hearty applause 
for his unusual and intelligent decision to 
reappoint the entire Police Board. 

Board President H. Sam Priest and his col- 
leagues—Russell L. Dearmont, Alphonse G. 
Eberle and Kenneth Teasdale—have turned 
in an outstanding job the last four years. The 
police force is honest and it is progressive, 
with methods being keyed to the most ad- 
vanced technology. 


This has substantially improved the depart- 
ment’s operating efficiency and permitted it, 
at minimum cost to the taxpayer, to cope with 
the growing demands made by conditions in 
a rapidly changing city. The reappointments 
assure that this approach will be continued. 

If the Governor can staff the Election 
Boards in city and county with men of simi- 
larly high caliber the community will indeed 
be indebted to Mr. Dalton. 


FAA’s Continuing Task 

Najeeb E. Halaby, selected by President 
Kennedy to succeed Elwood R. Quesada as 
head of the Federal Aviation Agency, has a 
record indicating that he is well qualified 
for this difficult post. The FAA, under Mr. 
Quesada for its first two years, has made an 
excellent start on its mission of handling the 
complex and pressing problems arising from 
an industry that has expanded phenomenally. 
But some of these problems are persistent 
ones and Mr. Halaby will find that he must 
plunge right in with his sleeves rolled up. 


Mr. Halaby is a lawyer and an executive of 
Aerospace Corp., which is principal technical 
adviser for the Air Force on ballistic missile 
and space programs. He was a naval aviator 
in World War II, a test pilot and vice chair- 
man of the White House Aviation Facilities 
Study Group. This eight-man committee spent 
months in 1955 on a study of aviation facilities 
which revealed that the airways were becom- 
ing so crowded and so inadequately regulated 
that urgent action under high-level leader- 
ship was imperative. In this report can be 
found the seeds from which FAA sprang. 


Under Mr. Quesada the FAA has avoided 
the complicated delays, the stalling and the 
yielding to pressure blocs which have marred 
the records of other Federal regulatory agen- 
cies. Mr. Quesada stepped on the toes of 
powerful groups in his fight to eliminate 
carelessness and neglect. He tightened up on 
safety regulations and this drew attacks. The 
Air Line Pilots Association, although less 
than one per cent of its members got into 
trouble with FAA, carried on a steady fight 
against the FAA administrator. So have other 
organized groups of flyers. 

Some of the trunk airlines have at times 
opposed or sought to modify such moves as 
the mandatory installation of airborne storm- 
warning radar. During the FAA investiga- 
tion of the two mysterious crashes of Electra 
airliners which for so long defied solution, 
Mr. Quesada made his well-founded decision 
to allow the planes to fly at reduced speeds 
instead of grounding them. It was a difficult 
decision and one that could have had disas- 
trous results had it not been sound. 

The FAA has been taking aggressive action 
in the control of air traffic but as the Cornell- 
Guggenheim Aviation Safety Center com- 


_ mented a year ago, “there will be an interim 


period of several years, with a minimum of 


five, until the problems are adequately 
solved.” Mr. Halaby, among other things, is 
faced squarely with the enormous task of see- 
ing that this interim period is held to a mini- 
mum. Above all, he must see that the needs of 
the public come well ahead of any wishes of 
the regulated. 


Public and Area-Wide 


Public Service Co.’s objections to a public- 
ly owned transit system now are so essentially 
weak that they make the case for public own- 
ership look stronger than ever. 

The company argues first that public own- 
ership has been a means of last resort in situ- 
ations where a transit firm was in financial 
distress, its equipment was run down or op- 
erations were inefficient. Since none of these 
conditions exist here now, according to the 
company, public ownership is unnecessary. 

But what rule of business or economics re- 
quires that the people shall buy out only those 
private systems that are broke and run-down, 
and from which every last penny in profit 
and capital has been squeezed? 

What should be controlling, we think, is 
the private operator’s ability to provide good 
service at reasonable fares without asking 
that its profits be subsidized by the taxpayers. 
When local government in order to aid tran- 
sit must surrender the tax revenues derived 
therefrom, it has every right to ask stockhold- 
ers to sell their equity at a fair price to a pub- 
lic agency that will pay neither taxes nor 
dividends. 

The company’s second point is that private 
ownership can do the job without a heavy 
burden on the taxpayers. If it can, fine! But 
Public Service Co. by its own admission can- 
not. Before it can create a truly metropoli- 
tan system, or even one embracing merely 
city-county, it will have to have assurance of 
relief from all local taxes. In return it evi- 
dently is prepared to provide an agreed level 
of service at “cost.” But “cost” includes divi- 
dends, however limited; public ownership 
ought to be able to provide superior service 
at the same cost and maybe even less. 

We are in hearty agreement with the com- 
pany that transit must be handled on an 
area-wide or metropolitan basis to include 
not only St. Louis county but the rapidly- 
growing East Side. Since the economics of the 
business preclude private creation of a suc- 
cessful metropolitan transit system, the only 
question remaining is which public agency is 
best equipped to do that job, the City of 
St. Louis or the Bi-State Development 
Agency. 


Stull Burning Bright 


A tiger is an Asian mammal of fearful sym- 
metry that may be as much as 12 feet long 
and that has no objection to eating humans. 
The limerick alluded to by President Kennedy 
in his inaugural address, and which we quote 
herewith, could easily describe an actual state 
of affairs: 


There was a young lady of Niger, 

Who smiled as she rode on a tiger; 

i returned from the ride with the lady inside, 

And the smile on the face of the tiger. 

We doubt very much whether this is the 
same tiger Prince Philip shot the other day 
in India, but it is a coincidence that tigers 
should receive the attention of two leaders of 
the English-speaking world within the space 
of a few days. 

There is a certain amount of mystery, inci- 
dentally, about the royal tiger hunt. It is not 
quite clear whether Queen Elizabeth was actu- 
ally at the scene of the kill. This delicacy is 
understandable since groups in France and 
Britain have protested the queen’s partici- 
pation in the hunt; some 9000 New Delhi 
students threatened to go on a hunger strike 
if she encouraged tiger shooting. 

Cats, big and little, have for centuries 
evoked conflicting emotions. Some people 
like them, others loathe them. Children such 
as Caroline Kennedy, whose Tom Kitten may 
be the successor to Fala, ordinarily love cats. 
We view the whole question with detachment, 
but concede there is something about tigers, 
and even a kitten, that smacks of high adven- 
ture in remote places, 


No Way to Merge a Railroad 

The New York Central’s power play on the 
New York Stock Exchange to frustrate con- 
solidation and eventual merger of the Balti- 
more & Ohio with the Chesapeake &-: Ohio 
augurs poorly for the success of railroad mer- 
ger prospects generally. C. & O. was forced 
to join the battle for shares in buying on the 
exchange to protect its position, and prices 
jumped 6 points in a single day’s trading. The 
results are to.weaken the finaneial positions 
of the railroads in a merger movement in- 
tended to help them; invite speculation; settle 
by force what should be settled on its merits; 
and let the public interest go by the wayside. 

This is far from an acceptable pattern for 
the railroad-merger process to be allowed to 
take. The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has, we believe, been wise in allowing merger 
actions generally to go forward without en- 
tangling them in its red tape, which has 
strangulated merger efforts in the past. But 
there is a bound beyond which the commis- 
sion cannot allow the proceedings to go with- 
out losing control, or a substantial measure 
of control, of the outcome. 

If the commission believes it is deficient in 
authority from Congress to step in, restore 
order, and see that the merger maneuvers 
proceed along the line of what is best for the 
country, it owes it to the public to say so, 
and to ask Congress for any further authori- 
zation needed. If it considers its authority 
adequate already, it should use it. Continued 
excesses in the methods by which mergers 
are being sought can only tend to put the 
whole merger idea in bad repute with the 
public and perhaps bring it to a halt, which 
would not be good for the health of any part 
of the national transportation system. 


Three Years to Pay 


Under new governmental regulations, Brit- 
ons who buy a car or almost anything else on 
the “hire-purchase” plan have three, instead 
of only two years in which to pay. Down pay- 
ments, however, remain fixed at from 10 to 
20 per cent. Merchants and manufacturers

Industry Looks at Arms Control 


Pentagon Also Assigns ‘Brains’ to Study What May Cost More Than Arms 


From Business Week 


Most people—especially those who 
consider themselves hardheaded—still 
think that discussion of arms control 
or disarmament is the exclusive prov- 
ince of well-meaning but softheaded 
idealists. 

They would have been thoroughly 
disabused of this adea if they had 
spent four days at Arden House in 
Harriman, N.Y., at the second Strate- 
gy for Peace Conference. Often they 
would have had some difficulty dis- 

tinguishing between 
the views of peo- 
; ple from such or- 

The Mirror ganizations as the 
of Institute for Inter- 
national Order and 
those of men from 
the armed forces 
and such armed 
forces “think tanks” as Rand Corp. 


Disarmament specialists turned out 
to be full of learned jargon about or- 
bital weapon systems, stabilized de- 
terrents, patient vs. nervous weapons, 
catalytic wars, Nth country problems. 
And the generals and admirals were 
seriously interested in arms control. 

The fundamental reason for this 
convergence, as Columbia University's 
Prof. Emile Benoit put it, is this: ‘‘The 
system of national. defense within 
which Western societies have lived 
s in the process of rapid break-

down. 


The cause of the breakdown is the 
technological revolution in the art of 
destruction. On the one hand, full- 
ecale war in defense of national se- 
curity simply assures a nation’s de- 
struction; that makes it necessary to 
develop new ways to assure national 
security. On the other hand, as long 
as the conflict between East and West 
persists, unilateral disarmament would 
almost certainly lead, not to national 
security, but to surrender. 


So there was complete agreement at 
Arden House that some combination 
or other of arms and of arms control 
has become the necessary basis for 
national security. But exactly what 
that combination should be appeared 
as a problem of unspeakable difficulty 
and complexity. 

Both industry and government are 
now putting some of their best brains 
to work on arms control problems, 
and some money has begun to flow. 


One of the Arden House conferees 
was L. C. Van Atta, special assistant 
for arms control in the Defense Dept., 
who is directing an explosion<etection 
program called VELA. 

Van Atta says the Defense Dept. 
wants to put $100,000,000 into arms con- 
trol contracts in the budget for the 
next fiscal year. The Pentagon has 
already committed about -half that 
amount to two companies—Texas In- 
struments, Inc., a leader in electron- 
ics and semi-conductors, and United 
Electrodynamics, Inc., Pasadena com- 
pany that makes electronic measure- 
ment instruments, 


But that $100,000,000 figure looks 
like only the beginning, just the cost 
of putting the program into working 
order. Several of the Arden House 
conferees thought it likely that, in the 
next few years, Defense Dept. spend- 
ing on arms control might climb to 
one billion dollars.

tem could cost more than military de- 
terrence itself. 


Many, however, think this emphasis 
on elaborate and expensive technical 
devices for inspection is pretty wild. 
They think that if you got the right 
kind of international agreement—one 
in which the United States and the 
Russians threw their countries open to 
each other—the inspection costs would 
be much less. Van Atta, for instance, 
doubts the value of a “very high 
cost” inspection system, because its 
very elaborateness ‘‘might prove to 
be more tension-provoking than the 
weapons it would replace.” 

A number of companies have found 
all this such a muddle, but such a po- 
tentially important problem, that they 
have set up little groups of thinkers, 
both physical and social scientists, to 
figure out what is going on. 

Among companies that have begun 
serious study of arms control are 
Raytheon, Lockheed, Electronics, Itek, 
Arthur D. Little, General Electric, and 
Bell Telephone Laboratories. The gov- 
ernment ig trying to interest other 
companies, too, in this area. 

Some of the companies simply see 
an opportunity to design and sell hard- 


ware. Others are nervous about radi- 
cal shifts in the defense budget that 
might leave them high and dry un- 
less they diversify out of defense or 
shift to the expanding areas. At least 
one company thinker on arms control 
— G.E.’s Raymond — insists that his 
company’s main concern is to prevent 
its customers from vanishing — in a 
nuclear cloud. 


All are finding, however, that any 
useful calculation of the economic con- 
sequences of arms control or disarma- 
ment depends on a host of unknown 
political decisions—on the kind of 
arms control and defense policy the 
United States decides it wants, and on 
whether or not that proves negotiable. 

Right now, these political questions 
are unanswerable. For the experts 
and policy advisers of President Ken- 
nedy are still in disagreement as to 
what United States disarmament poli- 
cy should be. 


The depth of the conflict and indect- 
sion among Kennedy's own security 
planners shows up in a confidential 
report on arms control policy prepared 
for Kennedy by a 20-man task force. 
The group could agree on only these 
firm recommendations, 

It urged continuation of the present 
voluntary moratorium on testing of 
nuclear weapons—although there has 
been great pressure in recent months, 
particularly from the Defense De- 
partment and the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, to resume atomic testing. 

It urged that Kennedy and his ad- 
visers decide within the next six 
months what sort of arms control to 
push for. 

Until such decisions are made, the 
task force feels strongly, Kennedy 
should delay arms control negotiationy 

The task force suggested that the 
United States should stop trying to 
match Soviet propaganda appeals for 
quick and complete disarmament with 
its own “utopian” Instead, 
the United States should honestly de- 
clare that ites goal is some form of 
arms control that would try to keep 
in balance a system of deterrent forces 
on both sides. 


Between Book Ends _ None Qualifies 


THE JUST WAR, by Robert W. Tucker. 
(Johns Hopkins Press, 207 pgs., $5.) 


In view of the vast destructiveness 
of thermo-nuclear weapons no war 
stemming from a policy of nuclear 
deterrence can qualify as a “just” 
war, 


It makes no difference, declares 
the author of this book, whether the 
war is held to be preventative, a pre- 
emptive attack, or a defensive war. 
It is the weapons themselves, not the 
purpose of their use, which determines 


the nature of the conflict. 


Americans may therefore have to 
decide “either to preserve what are 
considered the nation’s vital interests, 
though at the price of an uneasy con- 
science, or to retain a good conscience 
at the risk of sacrificing those inter- 
ests.”’ 


If Mr. Tucker has a choice as be- 
tween these divergent paths he gives 
no indication of it. Indeed he some- 
what cavalierly shrugs off any re- 
sponsibility for a choice and advises 
“the reader intent on finding ‘solu- 
tions’ to the moral dilemmas raised by 
the prospect of employing force in the 
nuclear age” to look elsewhere. 

This book comes with all the trap- 
pings of scholarship, Mr. Tucker leo- 


tures in the Political Science Depart- 
ment of Johns Hopkins University and 
is a member of the Washington Center 
of Foreign Policy Research. He has 
been favored with grants from both 
the Ford and the Rockefeller founda- 
tions, But in this instance, and to this 
reader, it appears that Mr. Tucker's 
contribution to an understanding of the 
vast problems which confront this na- 
tion falls astonishingly short of reason- 
able expectations.

Probably the most serious 
handicap to the future economic 
development of St. Louis is a 
shortage of attractive, reason- 
ably priced sites for industrial 
plants, Aloys P. Kaufmann, 
president of the Chamber of 
Commerce of Metropolitan St. 
Louis, said last night. 

Addressing» a meeting of the 
Greater St. Louis Chapter, 
Society for the Advancement of 
‘Management, at the Congress 
Hotel, Kaufmann said this land 
| should be waterfront property 
| within rail switching lines. With- 
out such facilities, the advantage 
of St. Louis’ position as the na- 
'tion’s second largest rail and 
truck terminal and hub of the 
‘inland waterways system is 
wasted, he said. 
| “A metropolitan area such as 


| ours begins to suffer when it 
‘can no longer accommodate in- 
dustry on proper terms,” he 
said. ‘‘There have been a num- 
ber of examples of local plants 
which have left St. Lousi be- 
cause they were unable to find 
the land they needed for expan- 
sion.”’ 

To meet this problem, the 
chamber is working through its 
Industrial Park Corp. to develop 
Columbia Bottoms into an in- 
dustrial park, Kaufmann said. 
It is also aiding in the develop- 
ment of a proposed secondary 
airport and adjacent industrial 
park in Illinois, he added. 

He cited efforts of the Indus- 
trial Park Corp. to work out an 
agreement with the Missouri-Il- 
linois Bi-State Development 
Agency under which the corpora- 
tion would acquire the land and 
Bi-State would engineer and 
build pwblic facilities, such as 
streets and sewers. 


Bi-State would issue bonds to 
cover construction costs, using 
the corporation’s properties as 
security. When the corporation 
sold the industrial land, it would 
retire Bi-State’s bonds with the 
proceeds. 

Other reasons cited for the St. 
Louis area’s lag in rapid eco- 
nomic growth is the lack of gov- 
ernmental co-ordination among 
the many municipalities in the 
area and the slowness of out- 
state rural markets to convert 
from an agricultural to an in- 
dustrial economy. 

On the credit side, Kaufmann 
listed the current Mill Creek 
Valley redevelopment project, 
the Jefferson National Expan- 
sion Memorial and the $89,000,- 
|000 riverfront stadium program.

WOMEN WHO WANT to cut 
food expenses and aetill serve 
interesting, wholesome meals 
may be overlooking an obvious 
solution to their dilemma, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Glenna Lamkin, 
University of Illinois home 
economist. 

Mrs, Lamkin points’ out that 
unplanned buying may lead tc 
spending more money than 
necessary. 

“The shopper must learn to 
buy food based upon needs first 
and then, if the budget permits, 
upon wants,” she explains. 
“Facing up to the reality of 
what foods are luxuries may be 
the hardest element in planning. 
Needs should be based on the 
nutritional requirements for each 
member.”

also helps to bring 
order out of the chaos of won- 
dering what to have for dinner, 
rushing to the store at the last 
minute, and having a ‘‘feast’’ 
one day and a “famine” the 
next. 

New York State Co-operative 
Extension Service experts also 
stress the importance of advance 
planning if the weekly food ex- 
penses are to be kept in line, 
and offer some very practical 
suggestions on how savings may 
be effected. 

These are points which have 
been stressed time and again in 
this column; we are repeating 
them as a sort of “refresher 
course” in the hope that they 
may help you activate those 
first-of-the-year good intentions 
to cut food costs. 

Use your knowlédge of nutri- 
tion when you prepare menus 
and when you shop. Remember 
that foods within one basic group 
may be substituted for one 
another when there is a price 
advantage. 

Plan your purchases to in 
je the use of leftovers. When 

your shopping list, 


‘you prepare 
include those items necessary for 


dishes to be made from the 
week’s leftovers. 


Pian te have one economy day 
a week. Make a point of de- 
voting one day each week to 
oes nutritious economy 


Take advantage of your skill 
fn cooking. A skillful cook can 
prepare a pot of inexpensive 
beans which will rival more ex- 
pensive protein foods. 

Match the quality of the foods 
you buy with the use you will 
make of them. You don’t need 
fancy whole canned tomatoes for 
@ spaghetti sauce, or a top-grade 
sirloin for a pot roast. 

Buy foods in season. That is 
when they are at their peak in 
quality and are lowest in price. 


Buy in volume whenever pos- 
sible. Foods sold in large volume 
usually are less expensive than 
theif smaller volume counter- 
parts. However, it is important 
that you have the necessaryj 
storage space and can use the 
larger volume of food. 

There, then, are the signposts 
on the road to shrewd shopping. 


“GOOD BUYS” in St. Louis 
markets this week include Jona- 
than apples, cabbage, carrots, 
cauliflower, celery, potatoes, en- 
dive and escarole, Texas grape- 
fruit, lemons, onions (although 
the smaller sizes have ad- 
vanced), small size Florida 
oranges, rutabagas and turnips, 
small size tangerines, and home- 
grown sweet potatoes (with 
quality only fair). 

In the moderate bracket are 
bananas, avocados, broccoli, 
beets, eggplant, beans, grapes 
(with quality irregular), peppers, 
and pears. 

There are token shipments of 
Florida new potatoes which are, 
of course, expensive. 

Supplies. of cranberries are 
waning, but prices are still mod- 
erate. 

Lettuce is not expensive, but 
quality is variable. Tomatoes 
are plentiful and no higher than 
in recent weeks. 

High in price are corn, cucum- 
bers, strawberries, peaches, 
melons and nectarines. 

The first of that pretty pink 
Michigan hothouse rhubarb has 
shown up and while it is not 
cheap neither is it excessively 
priced. 


PORK STILL OFFERS the 
best returns for your money at 
the meat counter. You will find 
values in hams and bacon as well 
as fresh pork. 

Beef prices heve not changed 
much from last week; veal is

WHEN PRODUCE STANDS 
are piled high with colorful 
fruits and vegetables in the sum- 
mer season, almost every home- 
maker with a freezer puts away 
some of this bounty for later 
use. In mid-winter meats, main 
dishes and desserts are more 
apt to go into its frosty depths. 
However, January has its own 
special values in vegetables just 
as June has its distinctive 
treats. 

Right now, for instance, those 
wonderful Idaho russet potatoes 
are at their peak; so are mild 
sweet Spanish onions. Not as 
pretty to behold as June’s gay 
strawberries, perhaps, but full 
of possibilities for good meals. 

This is the time to ‘“‘deposit”’ 
some French onion soup and 
stuffed baked potatoes in your 
freezer to be “‘withdrawn” some 
day when time is at a premium. 
Add warm garlic bread, a green 
salad, fruit and cookies, and the 
dinner menu is complete. 

No need to make a production 
of this; just put in a few extra 
potatoes if you are planning on 
stuffed baked potatoes for din- 
ner; double the recipe for onion 
soup and freeze what you don’t 
use. 

In case you don’t: have your 
own favorite recipes, here is 
how to go about it. 


Stuffed Baked 
Idaho Potatoes. 

Bake large scrubbed Idaho po- 
tatoes of an even size in a 400- 
degree oven (moderately hot) 
until tender. 

Holding each potato in a fold- 
ed towel, cut off about one-third 
of the skin from one side. Scoop 
out the centers; mash; add hot 
milk with butter melted into it, 
allowing one tablespoon butter 
and about one-fourth cup milk 
for each potato. Season with 
salt and pepper. If desired, add 
monosodium glutamate, which is 
claimed to help retain whiteness 
and flavor in frozen potato 
dishes. Whip until fluffy. This 
mixture should be the consis- 
tency of ‘“‘mashed potatoes.” 
Heap the mashed potatoes into 
the shells. 


Variations: 
Add bits of cooked ham or 


Kraut and Frank : Seabee? isa skillet-style sip per which dahines frankfurters, sauerkraut 
and chopped apple seasoned with dill and sauced with evaporated milk. This is the kind of 
homey, hearty dish the family will welcome on a winter day. 


HERE’S A DISH to satisfy ap- 
petites sharpened by _ winter 
weather and still stay well with- 
in the food budget. There’s a 
tantalizing aroma to this skillet 
dish, and a hearty goodness that 
will make it a family favorite. 

This: good main dish is a ‘‘one 
pan” operation, which cuts down 
on kitchen clean-up. Chunks of 
frankfurters are butter-browned 
in a large frypan then season- 
ings, flour, sauerkraut and evap- 
orated milk are stirred right in 
with them. During a short cook- 
ing period the mixture will thick-

chicken, shredded Cheddar 
cheese, canned deviled ham, 


snipped parsley or chives. 
Fold in well-drained cooked 


chopped spinach or cooked 
coarsely shredded carrots. Top 
with crisp broiled bacon before 
serving. 

Instead of milk and butter, 


use thick dairy sour cream 
mixed with whole egg or egg 
yolks. Or for four large potatoes 
add one cup cottage cheese and 
one tablespoon snipped chives. 
Top with grated Parmesan 
cheese before baking. 

Bake stuffed potatoes in a 
350 to 375 degree (moderate) 
oven 20 to 25 minutes or until 
heated through. Brown tops un- 
der broiler if desired. A hotter 
oven may be used, which makes 
browning unnecessary. 


To Freeze 
Stuffed Baked Potatoes. 


Place the stuffed baked po- 
tatoes on a cookie sheet. Chill 
well in refrigerator. Or for eas- 
ier ‘wrapping place in freezer 
until frozen. 

Cut squares of heavy alumi- 
num foil large enotigh to allow 
for the “‘drug store wrap’’; place 
potato in center of foil square, 
fold edges in on@inch folds. 
Press foil around potato. Fold 
ends to form a V, then fold ends 
under packaged potato. 

Label, using a strip of freezer 
tape. Frozen Stuffed Baked Po- 
tatoes will keep in the freezer 
three or four months. 


To Cook Frozen 
Stuffed Baked Potatoes, 


The frozen potatoes may be 
placed in the refrigerator in the 
morning to partially thaw, or 
they may go straight to the oven 
from the freezer. Open the foil, 
folding it back to serve as a 
container. 

Unthawed, the potatoes will 
need 35 to 45 minutes, depending 
upon the size of the potato, in a 
350 to 375 degree (moderate) 
oven. The tops or toppings may 
be browned under the broiler. 

Top garnishes such as Shred- 
ded Cheddar cheese, grated Par- 
mesan cheese, bacon bits may 
go on when the potatoes are 


stirred in. It lends a crisp and 
fruity touch, and the peel adds 
gay color. 


Kraut and Frank Skillet Scallop. 


One-fourth cup butter. 
One pound frankfurters, 
into one-inch lengths. 
One-fourth cup flour. 
One-half teaspoon salt. 
One-fourth teaspoon pepper.

Although it is possible to es- 
timate the time required tb, 
roast a piece of meat at a cer- 
tain oven temperature, the 
time required for cooking a 
roast will vary with its size 
and shape, as well as its 
weight. 

The thermometer is easy tO 
use. It is inserted into the thick 
est part of the roast, taking care 
that the bulb does not rest in 
fat or on bone. A roast whith 
has been frozen shoukl be 
thawed in the center before the 
thermometer is inserted. 

Another thing to remember is 
that the internal temperature vf 
the roast usually rises after it 


is taken from the oven. 
Therefore, if the cook plans to 
C let it stand for 20 to 30 minutes, 
to make carving easier, she 
‘should allow for this cooking 

which continues. 

| The rise in temperature varies 
LB. depending on the degree of done- 


ness of the cooked meat and oth- 
er factors. A roast cooked to the 
rare stage will cook to a greater 
degree after coming from the 
oven than a roast cooked medi- 
um-well done. 

Usually removing the roast 
from the oven about 5 degrees 
lower than the desired doneness 
will assure the right doneness 
when the roast is carved. 

A beef roast is rare when the 
meat thermometer registers 146 
degrees, medium at 160 degrees 
and well done at 170 degrees F, 
Pork is well done when the ther- 
mometer registers 185 degrees: 
Lamb is well done at 175 degrees 
to 180 degrees F.

Air Is Ours-- 
Will Pay TV Offer? 


NEW YORK, Jan. 26. 
THE FEDERAL COMMUNICATIONS COMMISSION has 

@pproved a three-year, $10,000,000 test for pay television in 
| Hartford, Conn. So pay TV marches one step closer to being 

the law and the custom of the land. 

But, if this is what lies 
ahead—and I believe that 
it is—I most emphatically 
think some coherent phil- 
osophy about pay television 
should be arrived at. What 
should pay TV do that free 
— or adviser-paid-for — 
television doesn't do? 
Should we be forced to pay 
for something that we al- 
ready get free? Why? 

I have yet to hear one 
clear explanation of this 
from the advocates of pay 
TV, including Zenith Radio 
Corp., one of those author- 
ized to go ahead with the 
Hartford experiment. Zen- 
ith has been in the van- 
guard of those fighting for 
pay TV. For years it has 
flooded all newspaper of- 
fices with mile-long tele- 
grams at every possible opportunity, arguing the superiority 
of its system to the commercial television we now have. Not 
once do I remember Zenith telling me what obligation it 


owed to me for charging me for the privilege of using my air 
lanes.

JOHN CROSBY 


Let us all be clear on that point right now. The air 
is ours—yours, mine, and Joe Doakes’s over there. It 
does not belong to NBC, ABC or CBS, or the Chicago 
Tribune—though they frequently act as if it does. 
It belongs to you and me, You and I have authorized 
NBC and CBS and the Chicago Tribune to use the air 
for our enrichment, our entertainment, our education, 
and for the dissemination of information that we need. 


FOr, to put it another way, we let the networks and others 
graze free in our pasture but in return, they are expected to 
provide some services. Well, they do. I think there are grave 
shortcomings in the range of services and in the quality of 
services and especially in the grievous narrowness of its 
emphasis on entertainment, of its concentration on the lowest 
tastes of the lowest common denominator of the public. 
Nevertheless, the networks and the others have given us 
operas, plays, Perry Como, Huntley-Brinkley, Groucho Marx 
and a lot of other things—all for nothing. It’s been a reason- 
ably fair exchange. They have made fortunes using our pas- 
ture; but we’ve had the long winter evenings filled with songs 
and jokes and news. 

Now, sir. 

Along comes Zenith with a new proposal. It wants to use 
our pasture under new terms. Zenith says it can raise on the 
lower 40 a better crop of news and entertainment and culture 
than can free television. For economic reasons and for 
various other reasons which might be summed up in the 
single phrase Madison Avenue, I think maybe they can. I 
think that within a very short time, Madison Avenue can no 
longer afford to pay television's bills. Already advertisers are 
beginning to want out of this insatiable monster. No matter 
how big the audience, there is a limit to what the advertiser 
| can pay—and that limit is being rapidly approached. 
Economics and historic forces are pushing us into Zenith’s 
| hands. But let us get the most out of this. Zenith says # will 
| give us first-run movies, plays, sporting events, not available 
on free television. But we myst pay. 

I heave a big sigh and say: Okay, I'll pay. But how much 
are you going to pay, Zenith, for the use of my pasture? 
(Actually, it’s yours and mine but let me do the bargaining 
here.) Zenith—you mark my words—will rear back in horror 
and say: “But you have been letting NBC, CBS, ABC, and the 
others graze down there for years for nothing.”’ At this point, 
I suck a bit on a straw and observe: ‘‘But they give me Perry 
Como for nothing. You gonna charge me to listen to Perry 
Como. So I’m gonna charge you for use of the lower 40.” 

Make no mistake about it: Enormous fortunes are going to 
be made in pay TV when it gets here. Already the fortunes 
made by interpreneurs in free television dwarf the fortunes 
made in early silent pictures—and all with the use of our 
facilities. 

Consequently, we should hesitate not at all in driving 
the hardest bargain we can drive for use of the air waves. 
(If pay TV is done over private wires it’s something else.) 
I think 50 per cent of the take is a fair rental for use of the 
theater. We must never think of this as a tax. It’s not a tax. 
It’s rent for use of the public domain. I don’t think we should 
ever sell those frequencies outright. I don’t think we should 
give them away. We should rent them. 

But more than that, we should regulate the use far 
more closely than we have in the past. It’s our air. 

We should regulate, to start out with, the rates that 

may be charged. Already, I think the proposed rates 

are far, far too high. Admission charges of $1, $2, $3 
are airily proposed. Why? Even at nickels and dimes 
the fortunes to be made on pay TV will be enormous. 


I think the FCC should not only be empowered but 
required to pass on rates charged the poor public for the 
use of the air waves just as the ICC passes on rail rates. 
More than that, I think you and I through the FCC (or some 
other agency) ought to demand that Zenith maintain a certain 
quality of service just as the railroads are required to service 
certain points. 

The word censorship will be bandied about and I am as 
opposed as anyone else to censorship. I am not asking for 
censorship but service. In other words, no Government 
agency should step in and say Reginald Rose’s play is too 
controversial for broadcast. But, a Government man should 
not only be authorized but required (in your interest and 
mine) to say: You are not putting on any serious plays. Put 
some on! Or: You are not doing enough about serious music. 
Do something! Or: You are neglecting news. Improve it! The 
Government’s role should be not to restrict the flow of culture 
and entertainment and information—but to see that there is a 
proper flow, and a full flow, and that it serves everyone, and 
that no one ig charged too much for it.

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wha, She Makes Holly a Full-Time Hobby 


Kathleen Meserve Found Fascination in Its Variety, Passes on Her Enthusiasm to Others

“I’M JUST LIKE a _ dope 
fiend,” said Kathleen Meserve. 
“T got a taste and I want every- 
one to join me.” 


Mrs. Meserve’s particular 
weakness is holly, the phant, 
ilex, in all its infinite variety. 
So closely has she become iden- 
tified with her hobby that the 
inveterate gardener acknowl- 
edges an introduction to her by 
saying, ‘‘Oh—Holly-by-golly.” 

Starting with a windowsill case 
of seedlings, she and her hus- 
band, F. Leighton Meserve, who 
is in the investment business, 
have experimented with 20 spe- 
cies of holly, grown 4000 Eng- 
lish holly seedlings and hybrid- 
ized new varieties soon to ap- 
pear on the market. The window- 
sill garden has grown to a large 
scale greenhouse and nursery, 
‘“‘Holly-by-Golly,”’ at their Long 
Island home. 

In St. Louis to speak to other 
garden devotees at a meeting 
at the home of Robert Brook- 
ings Smith, Mrs. Meserve spent 
the day with her hostess, Mrs. 
Robert Otto, touring Shaw's 
Garden. Dr. Frits Went, the 
garden’s director, personally 
conducted her around the new 
Climatron after which Edgar 
Evinger and Louis Brenner 
showed her the holly plantings. 
As she explored, Mrs. Meserve 
explained how her interest in 
holly started. 

“It all began when I went toa 
garden club meeting on native 
Long Island plants and they 
showed some native American 
holly. I'd never noticed holly be- 
fore. You might say it was just 
plain woman’s ouriosity that got 
me started. 

“That’s an improvement on 
cornuta convexa, isn’t it?’ she 
broke off to ask. 

‘I didn’t know too much about 
gardening,”’ she continued. “I'd 
lived most of my life in New 
York City, just the usual wife and 
mother sort of life, and until 
World War II came along I'd 
never grown anything but a be- 
gonia.in a window box. That 
looks like a Sarajevo over there.”’ 

‘“‘Sarah-which?” 

“Sarajevo, let’s check the tag. 
Yes, it’s Var. Balkan. Originally 
all English holly came from 
China, you know, and this strain 
came through the Himalayas 
across the Balkans. It did so 
well in the Canary Islands that 
many varieties carry the Canary 
Islands name. This has the dull 
leaf, you see.” 

In 1942 the Meserves moved to 
St. James on Long Island and 
patriotically started a victory 
garden. 


“We grew vegetables and 
started canning and freezing 
them, raised pigs and chickens,”’ 
said Mrs. Meserve. “It was all 
so exciting for someone who'd 
never seen those things outside 
a store. 

“In 1946 we moved to another 
house where the soil was too 
poor for vegetables. Building it

up would have been a chore. It 
was about this time that I at- 
tended the garden club meeting 
on holly. 


“Holly doesn’t need a rich 
soil. A light sandy soil with 
good drainage is excellent. It’s 
pretty tolerant of all conditions 
except drainage. Holly doesn’t 
like wet feet. If the soil is 
heavy, better plant on a hill 
or slope. Holly is supposed to 
prefer acid soil yet English 
hollies grow on the chalk cliffs 
of Dover.” 


This basic information is about 
as Mrs. Meserve knew when she 
began raising hollies. 

“Holly is an old plant but it’s 
popularity is new,” she _ said. 
“The Holly Society was organ- 
ized in 1948 and I went to all 
the meetings to pick everyone’s 
brains. Nothing had been writ- 
ten on the subject. 


“In the Holly Society’s first 
bulletin, Gustav Malmburg, a 
New York grower, wrote about 
ll species of red fruited holly 
that would grow in our climate. 
I went to see his collection, sent 
away to a New York state nurs- 
ery for some and started rooting 
hollies in a Wardian case on 
the windowsill.

JUST AS THE HUMAN EYE 
has a blind spot which prevents 
a person from seeing something 
that is apparently within his field 
of vision, so at the bridge table 
a player will sometimes suffer a 
similar blind spot. 

That this can happen even in 
championship play is shown by 
the accompanying hand, which 
arose in the match between 
Austria and Great Britain in the 


European championship of 1956. 
The British West overcalled 
the heart bid with a spade and 
North doubled. South, aware 
that his opening bid was based 
more on distribution than high 
cards, took the double out to 
two clubs, which North corrected 
to two hearts. 


The bidding might have died 
then and there if East had 
passed, but, reasonably enough, 
he bid two spades. Four hearts 
was duly reached and doubled. 

Declarer won the diamond lead 
and entered dummy with a heart. 
After discarding his spade loser 
on the king of diamonds, he led 
a club. East took the king and 
returned a trump. 


With only one trump left in 
dummy, South could not ruff 
more than one club, and he 
eventually went down, losing a 
heart and three clubs. But he 
should have made the contract. 

In his anxiety to avoid a spade 
loser, South made the error of 
leading a trump to the king to 
accomplish his purpose. He was 
blind to the effect this play 
would have on the hand as a 
whole. He saved the spade loser, 
all right, but it cost him the 
hand. 

What declarer should have 
recognized was that the K-Q of

One of Mrs. Meserve’s early 
discoveries was that holly is 
not a tender ‘plant, as often be- 
lieved, but a sturdy one, and she 
set about testing it to learn what 
it likes and dislikes. Besides 
drainage, feeding, watering, 
many factors influence holly 
growth and its entire growth and 
hardening off cycle enters into 
the picture. For instance, she 
points out, a plant might die in 
the Adirondacks at 16 below zero 
temperatures yet thrive in Kan- 
sas where temperatures range 
from 116 above in summer to 16 
below in winter, thus altering 
the growth cycle. It’s a rare 
holly that can stand shade al-

NEW YORK, Jan. 26 (UPI) 

IF I WERE Lawrence ‘Meet 
the Press’”’ Spivak, I'd be picket- 
ing the White House today with 
a sign reading, “J.F.K. is unfair 
to organized news panel shows.”’ 

I mean, what TV budget can 
compete with the sort of pro- 
gram President John F. Kennedy 
made available to all networks 
last night?—a live, uncensored 
news conference, complete with 
full cast of characters, albeit 
minus little Caroline.

Your physician or chiropodist can evaluate the 
eause of your problem. He may find it’s basically 
a matter of proper fitting of shoes. 

If faulty foot structure is to blame, then special 
shoes, arch supports, or pads may be required. 

And if its essentially a matter of heredity, little 
ean be done, Ointments containing salicylic acid and 
seftening medications may bring relief. 


DEAR DR. MOLNER: What is your opionion on the 
food value of wheat germ?

SOME GOURMETS look down 
their moses at Roquefort dress- 
ing, insisting that while it has 
a following, it doesn’t really go 
with finely cooked meat and 
poultry. Not being a gourmet, | 
go right on eating Roquefort 
dressing and; for the most part, 
liking it. 

There is no fixed formula for 
Roquefort dressing, and most 
people make it to suit them- 
selves. That’s the proper way to 
do it anyway, and the same goes 
for French dressing. A true 
gourmet, some alleged expert 
writes, never uses anything but 
a basic French dressing made 
with olive oil, vinegar and salt 
and pepper; and a million people 
believe it. 

The possible combinations for 
a good Freneh dressing run into 
the hundreds, and one is as good 
as another, depending on your 
taste. You can make it with or 
without French mustard, onion, 
garlic, tarragon vinegar or white 
wine vinegar or cider vinegar; 
cucumbers, lemon juice, herbs 
and even pickles. Using various 
combinations of these ingredients 
you can find the combination you 
like, or you can vary # from 
time to time. 

HERE, for instance, is a reci- 
pe for French dressing with tar- 
ragon vinegar: Mix your greens 
in a bowl and pour on two table- 
spoans of olive oil and toss it. 
Combine a tablespoon and a half 
of tarragon vinegar with a pinch 
of dry mustard, a saltspoon of 
salt, a generous dash of black 
pepper, stir until dissolved and 
add it to the salad.

For ex- 
ample, use three tablespoons of 
olive oil, two of cider vinegar, a 
third of a teaspoon of sugar, two

erous sprinkling of freshly 
ground pepper. Both are French 
dressings and both are delicious. 


BUT GETTING BACK to the 
subject of Roquefort dressing, 
we have a letter from a reader 
who went to a restaurant where 
they had a wonderful Roquefort 
dressing, and she wants to know 
how they made it. All she knows 
is that it had some kind of a 
mayonnaise base and it was 
white. 

Well, about all we can do, not 
having a crystal ball, is give 
her a choice of several cream 
type Roquefort dressing recipes 


and maybe one of them will be 
it. 


A simple one, to begin with, 
is this: Combine a cup of may- 
onnaise with a tablespoon of 
lemon juice. When it’s well 
blended, stir in a cup of cream. 
Then add half a pound of 
crumbled Roquefort cheese, mix 
it well and put it in the refrig- 
erator where it will thicken. 

Another: Soften a fourth of a 
pound of Roquefort in half a cup 
of water and vinegar, equal 
amounts of each. Then add two 
heaping tablespoons of mayon- 
naise and beat it all with an egg

beater and until it’s well blended. 

Some people like lots of Roque- 
fort in their dressing, others like 
less. You can vary the amount 
in this recipe to suit yourself. 
You can also vary the propor- 
tions of water to vinegar if de- 
sired. 


STILL ANOTHER variation Is 
this: Mix two tablespoons of 
mayonnaise with two tablespoons 
of crumbled Roquefort. Then stir 
in slowly three fourths of a cup 


_ Of French dressing, and then stir 


in half a teaspoon of Worcester- 
sire sauce. 

Or, season sour cream with 
lemon juice, salt and pepper to 
taste. Then add at least a fourth 
of a cup of crumbled Roquefort 
(more if you like it that way) for 
each cup of sour cream. 

If the requested recipe isn't 
one of those listed above, I'm 
afraid our reader will have to 
ask the restaurant. 


WHILE WE'RE on the sub- 
ject, here is a good recipe for a 
thin type Roquefort dressing: 

In a bottle or jar combine 
half a cup of olive oil, two ta- 
blespoons of your favorite vine- 
gar, a teaspoon of salt, half a 
teaspoon of freshly ground pep- 
per and half a clove of garlic. 
Then add one to four table 
spoons, depending on how you 
like it, of crumbled Roquefort 
and a few drops of lemon juice. 
Don't leave the garlic in the bot- 
tle more than a day. 

FINALLY, here is a variation 
which you might find interest- 
ing: Mix together half a cup of 
basic French dressing, half a 
teaspoon of grated horseradish, 
a tablespoon and a half of crum- 
bled Roquefort, half a teaspoon 
of finely chopped onion and salt 
and pepper to taste. Thoroughly 
mix the ingredients, adding the 
French dressing last. 

NOW THAT Italian cooking 
has gained such popularity, per- 
haps a word about aioli would 
be in order. This ts a sort of 
mayonnaise and garlic dressing 


which the Italians eat on boiled 
potatoes and fish as well as on 
lettuce, If you like garlic, here’s 
how: 


Crush four buds of garlic in a 
mortar until you have a pulp. 
Add salt to taste to two egg 
yolks and stir thoroughly. Have 
ready half a pint of olive oil. 
Add half the oil, drop by drop, 
stirring clockwise all the time.

A READER has asked me to 
tell what kinds of mammals lay 
eggs. This question takes us to 
the southern half of the globe, 
chiefly to the continent of Aus- 
tralia.

Almost 
all of them give birth to living 
young, but two kinds lay eggs. 
These are the platypus (PLAT- 
th-puss) and the echidna (ee- 
KID-nuh). 

The platypus is found in Aus- 
tralia, also on Tasmania, an is- 


land south of Melbourne. 


If we count the tail, an adult 
platypus is about 18 inches long. | 
It ts covered with fur, but has a 
beak that suggests a bird. |

in a nest, but sometimes the 
number is three, or only one. 
Platypuses ere water-loving 
animals, and commonly livé 
about the banks of rivers, ponds 
or lakes. They hunt their food 
chiefly at night, seeking insects; 
wonmse and crabs, They are good 
swimmers, but take alarm 
quickly and dive to the bottom, 
when a slight sound is heard. 
The other egg-laying mam- 
mals, the echidnas, have fur on 


their bodies, but ere covered: 


with quills to a large extent, 
The quills, or spines, suggest 
those of porcupines. 

The food of this small animal 
is made up largely of termites 
and ants. Many persons speak 
of it as the “spiny dnteater.”’ It 
lives in Australia, New Guinea 
and Tasmania.
